DEFENDS SHERMAN LAW 


Rulings in Oil and Tobacco Cases 


Declared Plain Enough to 
Stop Restraint. 


ASSERTS HE CHOSE BEST MEN 


Aberdeen, 8. D., Oct. 23.—In a speech be- 
fore the Aberdeen Commercial club here 


tonight President Taft replied with feeling . 


to the charge that he had set up the Supreme 
court with the idea that it was to emasculare 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and declared 
anew his intention to have that law enforced 
to the letter. 

The president referred to the criticism of 
the Supreme colirt’s rulings in the Standard 
Oli and Tobacco trust cases, and said nothing 
could be further from the fact than the 
charges that the statute had been made fu- 
effective. 

The Supreme court, he said, had declared 
that any restraint of trade or combination 
for the purpose of suppressing competition 
and controlling prices was an inhibition of 


the law, 


‘ Only Answer an Insviit. 

‘‘T have challenged and I challenge again,’’ 
he shouted, ‘“‘any person to cite a case that 
he would condemn as a violation of the antl- 
trust law that would not be condemned under 
the decisions of the Supreme court. As yet 


, [have heard no reply. 


“The only answer that has come has been 
an- insult to the court and an insult to me. 
It-is the charge that I set up the court with. 
the purpose end understanding that itevould 
emasculate the statute, O géntlemen, there 
is not the slightest foundation for that. 

‘“‘T am proud of the men that I have put 
on that court, I am proud to have found men 
with a standing as high as they to take places 
on that bench, and Iam willing to abide by 
the record that they have made and that they 
wil] make. 

Says Critic Lacks Perception. 

‘*T cannot get much excited about such 2 
charge, insulting as it is, because I cannot 
understand thai the maker of it has percep- 


| tion enough to understand the weight of the 


charge he is making- 
“Tt indicates a view that such conduct is 


an ordinary political consideration and is 
justified by political views. 

“ Therefore I do not rest in the spirit that 
I ought to, perhaps, ferl cannot believe the 
country at large takes it seriously, consjder- 
ing the men against whom it is made. 


Business Must Meet Law. 

‘But now that we have gotten the law in 
shape for real enforcement, after twenty 
years, I hear another cry that to enforce It 
will’ disturb business. I don’t want to dis- 
turb business any more than any one else. 
But that statute was on the gtatute books 
when I took the oath of office to enforce the 
laws of the land, and I am going to see to it, 
so far as I have the power as chief executive, 
that every one who comes within that statute 
feels its heavy hand.” 

The president again expresse® the hepe 
that business would square itself with the 
statute. 

“* When it does,"’ he concluded, r we should 
all get together and do the team work to 
bring ebout prosperity.” 


WOMEN OF AMERICA LOSING 
LITTLE TOES, DR. SAYS. 


German Physician Thinks Tight Shoes 
Produce Deformity Which Will Be 
Transmitted Through Heredity. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 23.—[{Special.]— 
“ American women will have only four toes 
on each foot a thousand years from now, 
because they wear shoes too small for them. 
This in time will pinch the little tee of each 
foot out of existence.”’ 

This was the assertion today of Dr. Franz 
Bergman, a noted physician of Berlin, tour- 
ing the United Stétes to stuéy American life. 

‘It will take generations to bring about 
this change in the anatomy of the foot, but it 
is coming,’ he continued. “In fact, it is 
already in progress. 

* The toes of American women are cramped 
out of their natural shape. One year they 
wear high heels, the nextlow.

“The only way to save the little toes of 
the future generations ts to start women in 
America wearing sandals.”

Mayor Harrison sent a request to objectors 
to the planning of a subway system that they 
withhold judgment until a -definite plan is 
presented for consideration. He declared 
that the traction bores would aid the entire 
city, instead of benefiting only the central 
district and imjuring the outlying sectione.

Pledge Co-operation with City. 

Their letter follows: 

“To the end that a comprehensive plan be 
formulated, having for its purpose thefper- 
manent establishment and maintenace of the 
best possible transportation facilities for the 
city of Chicago, the undersigned will be 
giad to coéperate with your honorable body 
in an earnest endeavor to work out a satis- 
factory solution of every phase of the trans- 
portation problems.”’ 

To the signatures were appended the names 
of the traction comapnies each man repre- 
sented, the Southern Street railway and the 
Calumet and South Chicago railway com- 
panies being named as the conecting lines of 
the City Rallway represented by Mr. Cobe. 

The communication was transmitted to the 
council by the mayor to whom it had been 
handed in the afternoon. His letter of trans- 
mittal was brief and its only recommendation 
was that the communication be referred to 
the local transportation committee “for Inves- 
tigation and report.’ That action was taken 
without comment and without attracting 
more than passing attention from any mem- 
ber of tae council. 

Harrison Expresses Appreciation. 

Mayor Harrison expressed an appreciation 
of the importance of the step, but declined to 
predict what the attitude of the administra- 
tion will be toward the terms upon which the 
merger will be sanctioned. He and other 
representatives of the city believe that the big 
deal cannot be consummated without the ap- 
proval of the city. The traction ordinances 
of 1007 are such that it is believed that the 
city is in a position to dictate terms. 

“ This is one of the most important matters 
that will come before this administration,” 
said the mayor. “ Hasty utterances should 
not be allowed to interfere with our ap- 
proaching it in the right way. I believe that 
the effort toward consolidation is a natural 
development, and it #8 one that has been ex- 
pected for some time. I have given it some 
thought, and I believe the members of the 
city council have, but much depends upon the 
attitude of the city at this time—so much, in 
fact, that we shall open negotiations free 
from pledges so far as possible, 


Sees No Reason for Delay. 

‘“T have recommended to the council! that 
the matter be referred to the iocal trans- 
portation committee, for that is where it 
belongs. I see no reason for delay, and I 
am confident that Chairman Reinberg will 
call a meeting as soon as possibile.” 

The reading of the letter from the trane- 
tion representatives was the first notice rg 
ceived by Ald. Peter Reinberg that the mer- 
ger had reached a stage in which the cor- 
porations were ready to approach the city. 

“JT am glad,” he said,:“ that the com- 
panies have reached this point and that 
they recognize they have to come to the 
city for approval of their plans. I have been 


convinced since the first talk of this big deal id 


that they would have to consult the wishes 
of the city, and this communication ee 
me that they recognize this. 

Reinberg Asks “Fair Dea.” 


“ The subject has not been taken up by the 


local transportation cOmmittee for discus. 
sion, but I fee! that the sentiments of nearly 
all the aldermen will be similar to mine—that 
we must demand a fair dea! for the citizens 
of Chicago. I do not mean to imply that we 
shall not be offered a square deal by these 


gentier n, for I am inclined to believe thag 


they will come to us with an acceptable 
proposition. 
“At any rate, the situation is t

control of the entire local transportation sys 
tem. If this plan is successful they will con- 
trol all the traction facilities of the olty, 
competition will be eliminated, and they will 
be enabled to accomplish many economies

tem. For that they should be generous. 

“ Personally I am of the opinion that the 
city should insist upon through routes and 
universal transfers and that the ordinances 
should be similar to the franchises of the 
street car companies. In fact, as I see the 
proposition now, it should be an absorption 
of the elevated lines by the surface com- 
panies. The elevated roads must come in on 
the terms granted to the street car com- 
panies.” 

Lipps Wants Through Routes. 

The city council should see that universal 
transfers and through routes are provided 
if the transportation lines are consolidated, 
in the opinion of Ald. William F. Lipps. 

“If the city appoves a merger of the ele- 
vated and the surface lines an interchange 
of transfers between the elevated and the 
surface lines should be provided,” said Ald. 
Lipps. “The city council should also work 
out a system of through routing before taking 

 gétion. The matter of revenue which the 
city should receive ought to be studied care- 
fully. Certainly the city should not be forced 
to lose the 55 per cent which the surface 
lines now pay into the city traction fund. 
I do not think that the franchise of the con- 
golidated system should be for more than 


twenty years.” 


‘LL’? Merger Heads Talk. 

Mr. Blair, Mr. Cobe, and Mr. Insgull asked 
to be excused from discusaing the proposi- 
tion they will submit to the city. It le ex- 
pected ‘that they will issue a formal state- 
ment within a short time stating the case as 
they see it, and that their first appearance 
before the local transportation committee 
will be marked by a general request for in- 
formation concerning the city’s attitude. 

“ Does your letter mean that you are ready 
to discuss unification?” was asked of Mr, 
Blair. 

* We are ready to open negotiations toward 
that end,’’ was his reply. ' 

** Would you state the nature of the propo- 
sition you will present to the city?” 

‘The leter covers all that,”’ he said; * we 
are ready to discuss the situation and the 
possibility of obtaining for Chicago the best 
possible local transportation service.” 

Cobe: “Ready for Business.” 

Similar questions were asked of Mr. Cobe 
and Mr. Insull.

“TY shall make it my effort during my ad 
ministration to benefit all sections of the city.

WOULD STOP FAKE AUCTIONS 
AND NIGHT BUILDING NOISE 


Mayor Harrison Also Sends Ordinance 
to Council toe Abolish Anatomical 
Museums. 3 


Mayor Harrison sent three new ordinances 
to the city council last night. All embody 
new ideas in municipal legislation. This is 
what they will do if passed: 

Give the mayor power to revoke li- 
censes of fraudulent auctioneers. 

Prohibit unnecessary noises in the 
construction of buildings at night. 

Abolish anatomical museums. — 


The proposed ordinance regulating auctions 
was referred to the judiciary committee! 
Large numbers of fake auctions which have 
been held in Chicago recently led the mayor 
to have the measure prepared. 

The ordinance prohibiting unnecessary 
noises in the construction of buildings was 
the result of noises made in the erection of a 
building near the mayor's residence, Rush 
and Ohio streets. Many complaints have 
been made because of the night work ‘on 
buildings. The use of pile drivers, steam 
shovels, pneumatic hammers, derricks, and 
steam and electric hoists between the hours 
of 10 p. m. and 4 a. m. are prohibited. It 
was referred to the building committee. 


Would Abolish Museums. 

The ordinance abolishing anatomical mu- 
seums is an echo of a trip the mayor made 
through South State street. The ordinance 
was sent to the health committee. 

A resolution requesting an investigation of 
the drinking facilities in the public school 
buildings introduced by Ald. Carl T. Murray 
was passed. Ald. Murray found in many of 
the west side buildings no suitable provis- 
ions have been made to permit the schoo] 
children to drink. 

Ald. Block introduced an ordinance pro- 
viding that school books be furnished children 
at cost. It was sent to the committee on 
schools. } 

An ordinance granting. the Chicago Motor 
Omnibus company the right to operate in 
the downtown district was introduced by 
Ald. Thomson and referred to the local trans- 
portation committee. 


Tells Omnibus Route. 
Howard W. Hayes, former assistant cor- 
poration counsel, who represents the new 
company, would not reveal the organizers. 
He said it is planned to run motor omnibuses 
between the downton district and Wilson 
avenue along the lake shore. 

A protest from Miss Jane Addams against 
the opening of a saloon at Polk and Halsted 
streets, opposite Hull house, was referred to 
the license committee. An ordinance provid- 
ing for the establishment of a publicity and 
information department was ordered recom- 
mitted to the judiciary committee. . 

Ald, Emerson introduced a resolution ask- 
ing an investigation to determine whether 
P. J. Murphy of the city collector’s office ts 
practicing law. This was referred to the 
finance committee. 


Would Aid Building Twelfth St. Bridge. 

Ald. Littler introduced ‘a resolution author- 
izing the city to coéperate with the sanitary 
district in the construction of a new bridge 
at Twelfth street. He also secured the pas- 
sage of an order, directing the'finance com- 
mittee to include in the annual budget an 
appropriation of $240,000—the city’s share of 
the cost. Ald. Littler said the widening of 
Twelfth street was considered in the plans 


for the new bridge.

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J. RB WALSH DIES; | 


FREE 212 HOURS 
Aged Ex-Banker Fights Death 
as He Battled in Finance 

and For Liberty. — 


HOPED TO GET NEW START 


Only Few Days Ago Told How} 


He Expected to Straighten 
Out His Affairs.

‘ Hight days after his parole from Leaven- 
worth prison John R. Walsh died yesterday 
morning at his residence, 2183 Calumet ave- 
une. He lived to enjoy 212 hours of freedom 
after suffering twenty months of imprison- 
ment. The certificate ascribes his death to 
heart failure. His relatives sey the cause 
was a broken heart. 

Although none but his intimate friends 
and the family knew of the sherp decline of 
the former banker's health, he was seized 
with an attack last Thursday and had been 
failing dince. Sunday afternoon his puise 


diminished to six beats, Physicians sum- 


moned the family in haste, but as they stood 
about the bedside the heart beats came heck 
slowly and in an hour were almost normal 

The phyeiclans say such a thing is almost 
unheard of; that when the heart beats but 
once in ten seconds death ie but a few beats 
away. Yet the olf man rallied and lived 
eighteen hours longer. For a time his eyes 
were bright and plercing as when he was at 
bay in his financial difficulties: He even 
talked with the physicians, who had not be- 
lieved he could ever speak again. 


Fights Death to Last. 

“No one else could have done it,” said a 
son-in-law a@ little later. “I never saw any< 
one with such grit. It was,that alone that 
kept him alive these last two years. Mis body 
was gone. His brain and will were ail that 
really lived.”’ . 

Early in the morning, about 5 o’clock. the 
dying man lost consciousness. He did not 
speak again, and at 9:80 a. m. he died. 

The fight against death was the last act of 
a long life of almost ceaseless fighting. Asa 
boy 10 years old he fought the battles, half 
comic, half tragic, of a news store clerk 
struggling for leadership on hig “* district.” 
Most of those fights he won. 

Past the stages of ownership of his shop, 
control of newspaper. sales at times in the 
whole downtown district, founding of the 
Western News company, the predecessor of 
the present American News compan;, and 
then the rapid jumps into business, into 
politics, into finance—dall through his upwuré 
career there was fight. 


Downward Plunge Begins. 
And then the meteoric plunge downward. 


inch of lost ground, when his banks fell with 
a crash, and one after another the great 
structures he had erected toppled in on him, 
his railroads throwh into receivérship and 
taken away to cover his $7,000,000 debt to the 
Chicago clearing house banks, his stone quar- 
ries snatched away. ; 

Then, his hard won fortune gone, his lib- 
erty was taken, too, after a fight that car- 
ried his case to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
and to the president. Finally his life went, 
too, and the last fight was lost. 

Curiously, the Walsh banks closed their 
doors on the 18th of the month—Dec. 18, 1905. 
On Jan. 18, 1907, he was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury. On the 18th, one yéar later, 
he was convicted of misapplication of funds. 
Two years later, on the 18th, he left Chicago 
to begin his five year term at/Leavenworth. 
Oct. 18, 1911, was the last dey before his col- 
lapse. 

Yet, obviously ignorant of what the next 
few hours would bring, the old man talked 
with his friends and repeated his declara- 
tion that in a few days he would be back in 
his office. ° 


Planned to Start Again. 

“YT am not as strong as I was,’’ he said, 
“ but I still have a few years, and Iam going 
to work hard to pick up my affairs an: get 
them into shape again. I shall start in all 
over again.” : 

It was only on Sunday the physicians ad- 
mitted he had no chance for recovery. John 
W. Walsh of St. Louis, the younger son, was 
sent for. He arrived just before his father’s 
death. There is one other son, Richard, who 
is at the head of the Walsh affairs in and 
about Chicago, and three daughters, Mrs. 
Orvillaé E. Babcock, Mrs. L. Blake Baidwin, 
and Miss Mary Walsh. 

The widow survives, enfeebled by the tragic 
excitement of the last two weeks, but not 
seriously ill. There also aretwo sisters, Mrs. 
Hannah Smith and Mrs. Ellen Burns of 
Chicago. 

The funeral arrangements are not com- 
pleted. There will be brief private services at 
the residence, probably tomorrow afternoon. 
It is not believed there will be any church 
service. Walsh was bred a Catholic, but no 
priest was sought when he was dying. His 
family attended the Episcopal church. It‘is 
expécted the Rev. W. O. Waters will officiace. 


Amount of Estate in Doubt, 

Of the estate left no announcement is made. 
George T. Buckingham, personal counsel for 
Mr. Walsh, said last night no information 
on this point could be given for several days. 
Few others know anything definite of Whatus 
left. 

He lost his three banks, his Bedford stone 
quarries, his two railroads, the Chicago 
Southern and the Seuthern Indiana, and his 
newspaper. What there was left, outside 
the scattered coal holdings which his sons 
since have operated, none of the family will 
say. 

With the passing of the old man the re- 
sentment felt by certain of his family and 
friends broke out. Their feeling is directed 
in some cases at the Chicago bankers who 
joined their forces to prevent the financial 
disturbance from further involving the city’s 
banking institutions. One says certain in- 
formation that might embarrass prominent 
bankers -he refused to divulge and that in- 
formation may be buried with him.

| before whom their upper class captor was 
endeavoring to show off. 

The members of the hazer’s clase—he was 
a second classman, according to the victims— 
do not intend to support him in this act, and 
they are now taking every means to identify 
him. If they fix the guilt upon him they will 
take effectual means'‘to have his connection 
with the naval academy severed. ‘ 

The hazing of the plebes consisted chiefly 
of ‘“ number sixteen,” a severe physical ex- 
ercise, and of standing on their heads. In 
‘‘number sixteen” the cadet ig compelled to 
extend his arms paraliel to the floor and raise 
and lower his body by spreading his knees 
and bringing them together, all the time 
resting on his toes. 


Hazed to Make Sabbath Holiday. 

The incident took place just after church 
yesterday. This is one of the few times when 
outsiders, particularly of the fair sex, are al- 
lowed in Bancroft hall, which is the living 
quarters of the cadets. The boys are allowed 
to bring friends into the reception halls and 
corridors and all cadetsare directed to dress 
and conduct themselves in keeping. Under 
usual circumstances, the hall being the dining 
quarters of the midshipmen, visitors, particu- 
larly women, are not allowed at all. 

The plebés were indignant and humiliated 
at their treatment and one of them reported 
the matter to a member of the second class.

He seized every advantage, and 
reaped fortunes in a single turn on the wrecks 
of other failures. New ventures demanded 
more cash and he turned to his banks, the 
Chicago National, Equitable Trust and Home 
Savings banks, and the government prosecu-

Springfield, Tll., Oct. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
opponents of Gov. Deneen have determined 
to report out the waterway bill now dormant 
in Representative Smejkal's committee and 
to place it on second reading in the how3e 
tomorrow. They figure that they will be able 
to place a referendum section in the bill in 
committee in the afternoon and that the test 
will come at a night session. 

This decision was reached tonight after the 
arrival of the Chicago contingent. Every 
member has beén summoned and both the ad- 
ministration and the anti-Deneen leaders 
announce that there will be a full attendance 
tomorrow night when the real crisis of the 
waterway scrap is expected to be staged. ! 

State Senator Walter Clyde Jones, candi- 
Hate for governor, sprung a decided surprise 
tonight when he annonunced that he would 
stand for an “optional’’ referendum and 
that he had found -the sentiment through the 
state, aside from the territory immediately 
adjacent to the Illinois valley, decidedly 
against an expenditure of the $20,000,000 bond 
issue without a further reference to the gen- 
eral vote of the people. 


Thinks Bond Issue Needs Vote. 
He is advancing a theory that the water- 
way project means a bond issué and that 


it will be necessary that. suchia proposi- 


tion go to a vote of the people because of 
the necessity fer such an issue. He stands 
for the immediate appropriation of $500,- 
000 by the legislature, without further 
ado, to purchase the water power sites and 
this will doubtless be the attitude of the 
conservative element in the house if the 
climax of the battle which has been in prog- 
ress for four years, is reached tomorrow. 

The house orgafhization leaders came in 
from Chicago on the midnight train and went 
immediately into conference at the Leland 
hotel. The early scouts had made a checkup 
and reported that there was no possibility 
that enough votes could be secured to pass 
the Johnson bill, the measure now locked 
up in the Smejkal committee. 

They determined their, course and after 
agreeing that there should be a referendum 
clause inserted, it was decided that the 
Smejkal committee should meet tomorrow 
afternoon, following the adjeurnment of the 
house, report out the bill, place it on second 
reading at a night session, and get it ready 
for final passage on Wednesday. 


Needs Only Majority Vote. 

It will require qniy a majority vote on 
second reading for the bill to be advanced, 
with or without amendment, provided that it 
comes out of the Smejkal committee. On the 
last test 77 votes are necessary for passage.

BAD FORM TO WALK. 


Necessary to Go in Chair, Num- 
ber of Bearers Telling Oe- 
cupant’s Rank.

CHUNGKING, Szechwan Province, China, 
Aug. 29,~-Our call on the consuls was rich In. 
experience and furnished considerable food 
for thought. Incidentally we got hot, dirty 
and wet and were treated to all the delights 
of western civilization trantported far into 
the interior of China, and saw the white man 
face to face with the yellow peril. At the 
American consulate we learned much of in- 
terest: at the British consulate we saw more 
of interest. 

We wanted to walk. But a were gravely 
informed that it wouldn't do. It is net con- 
sidered proper for the white man to walk 
in Chungking. He would lose face. Genial 
Mr. Pontius, who upholds the dignity of the 
American nation in Chungking, kindly pro- 
vided us with chairs. 

And thereby hangs a tale. We could have 
picked up. chairs at the foot of the wall. But 
these are plebeian chairs, known to the élite 
as flea bo%es. Besides, these chairs have 
only three coolies. A gentleman is known 
by many things in China; for example, by 
the number of men who Gurry him. Chit- 
nese are as particular about the number of 
chair bearers as a Burmese king’ was about 
the number and color of the bmwnbreliee an 
official might carry. 


Etiquette of Chair Bearers. 

The emperor alone may employ sixteen 
bearers for his chair. Royal princes have 
eight; the highest official of the province 
may also have eight, but they avail them- 
selves of this privilege only on state occa- 
sions. Other officials, down to a prefect and 
the district magistrate, use four. Now, 
a consul is as good as a district magistrate, 
and so we found four men for each of our 
chairs. The coolles were dressed in a unl- 
form of white and blue, and each wore an 
official cap. shaped like an inverted wash 
basin, with a bright red tassel at the top. 

The American consul alone of al! the con- 
suls in Chungking refuses to aval! himeelf 
of the privilege of having his chair preceded 
by a lackey carrying an umbrella of state. 
But he does not yet feel if consistent with 
his dignity to dispense with the four men 
who precede his chair. to shoo pedestrians 
out of the way. 

He also Keeps up the color symbolism, for 
the importance of the occupant of a chair 
may also te distinguished by its color. 
Brides alone are carried in red chairs. High 
officials use green; low officials blue. Con- 
sular chairs, consequently, are green. 

Chairs help save one’s face. But there is 
one serious drawback. Etiquette demands 
that we get down to speak to a — ac- 


: 


least four grades. 


quaintance. This is such @ nuisance that 
well trained chair coolies are supposed to 
know—perhaps they get @ tip from within. 
At any rate; ,when an individual approaches 
whom the master does not care to recognize 
to the extent of getting out of his chair they 
screen his eyes with a fan. Officials travel- 
ing together on horseback protect the high- 
est by placing him last in the procession. 
Not so with chaira; the highest takes ines 
dence of the others. 


Official Chair Has Right of ‘etay. 

There is another advantage in riding in the 
consul’s chair. No matter how great the 
burden under which a coolie may be stagger- 
ing through the street, the law of the road 
compels him to make way for an Official 
chair. Apparently this is the only thing 
which takes precedence of the man who bears 
the burdens of commerce and sewage. 

British and American consuls in Chung- 
king have a way of going off the hook.

PARENT PLEADED IN VAIN. 


Philadelphia Young Woman Said She 
Would Stick to End,. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 23.—[Special.J—An 


former Philadelphian who is under arrest 
in Newark, N. J., charged with poisoning 
pre wife by substituting cyanide of potas 
sium for headache medicine, was revealed to- 
day. According to the story, Miss Florence’ 
Bromley of this city, who is related to John 
Bromiley, the millionaire textile manufao- 
turer, almost publicly professed her love for 
McFariand, and he declared that they would 
remain together despite anything that might 
be done to separate them. 

McFarland is said to have made his dec- 
laration of love for Miss Bromley to John B. 
Taylor, superintendent of police. Miss Brom- 
ley is said to have told her father of her love 
for McFarland. This is said to have oc- 
curred about eighteen months ago, when 
Miss Bromiey’s parents firet discovered that 
their daughter and McFarland were on inti- 
mate terme and had visited various places 
together. 

The McFariande. during most of the time 
they were in this city, lived almost next door 
to the Bromleys, and the two families were 
friendly. The discovery on the part of 
Miss Bromiey’s parents that she and Mc- 
Farland occasionally went out together 
caused a break. 


Father Appeals to McFarland. 

From a person familiar with the facts in 
the case it was learned today that when the 
Bromleys learned of the intimacy of their 
Gaughter and McFarland. the father of the 
girl at once went to McFarland and had a 
stormy interview with him. It is gaid that 
Bromley reminded him of the fact that his 
conduct was endangering the happiness of 
two fatnilies, and that as a married man 
with children he should keep away from 
Miss Bromley. 

Previous to interviewing McFarland, the 
father of the girl ts said to have taken her 
to task regarding her friendliness for him. 
Bromiey is said to have pointed out to his 
daughter that her course could lead to but 
one result, disgrace and ruin for her. 

Contrary to his expectations. Bromley is 
said to have found the attitude of his daugh- 
ter such that she showed no disposition what- 
ever to admit either, that she was doing 
wrong or to agree with anything he said. 


Girl Defies Parents’ Wrath. 

Miss Bromley is said to have become angry 
and to have given her father to understand 
that she loved McFarland despite the fact 
that he was already married, and that she 
intended to stick with him, come what might. 

Satisfied that he would have to use more 
strenuous means than he had used to separate 
the couple, Bromiley, it is said, went to the 
office of Superintendent of Police Taylor. 

McFarland answered promptiy a request 
from Superintendent Taylortocall. It is said 
he shocked Superintendent Taylor by not 
only admitting that all had been said re- 
garding him and Miss Bromiley was true, but 
that he could not see where any harm was 
being done by the relations which existed.

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WIFE HAD PRESAGE OF KILLING 


Manuscript Describes Shooting 
by Husband Months Later. 


ACCIDENT MAY BE PLEA. 


Isaac Ethnyre’s Attorney Will Use 
Fiction Chapter in Defense. 


A typewritten copy of a lurid description 
of the killing of a faithless wife by her 
wronged husband in the presence of her 
soldier lover, taken from a sensational! novel, 
is to figure in the defense of Isaac Ethnyre, 
who shot and killed his wife, Mrs. Ownina 
Ethnyre, on the night of Oct. 14, 

The manuscript, which was found yester- 
day at Ethnyre’s Elgin home by Robert BH. 
Cantwell, his attorney, is declared to have 
been written long before Mrs. Ethnyre had 
left her husband or had met Corporal Ray- 
ford Barlow, who was with her the night she 
was siain. The soldier also was shot by the 
husband in the home of Mrs. Ethnyre’s 
mother, 2088 Wahington boulevard. 

Would Show Premonition. 

The manuscript, purported to have been 
written by the wife, was declared to show a 
premonition of how she was to die. Cant- 
well,who got the manuscript by an order from 
Coroner Hoffman, showed the document in 
Elgin, but last night refused to let reporters 
see it. 

Elgin acquaintances of Mrs. Ethnyre said 
she could not have been the author of the 
manuscript, and insisted that she probably 
had copied it from the climax of a sensational 
book. 

The manuscript recites the meeting of a 
wife and a soldier, tells how the woman left 
her husband and went to live with her 
mother. There is a graphic portrayal! of the 
husband’s anger when he visits his wife and 
finds her with the soldier. 


May Hold Killing Accidental. 

Then follows threats, the brandishing of a | 
revolver, and his efforts to kill the soldier, 
which are frustrated by the woman's leaping 
in front of the revolver and receiving the bul- 
let—dying to allow her lover to escape. 

It is believed the manuscript is to be used 
in the defense to show that Ethnyre intended 
to kill the soldier and shot Ris wife by acct- 
dent. In the actual! killing Ethnyre shot his 
wife first and shot the soldier afterward. 

Ethnyre, who ts a saloonkeeper, told the 
police the soldier had disrupted his home and 
that he had warned him and his wife they 
must not meet.

Dramatic Story of 
Labor and Capital. 


AMES OPPENHEIM. in his story, 
“THE NINE-TENTHS,” has given us 

a drama of labor and capital that is 
convincing as well as terrifying. His 
facts are the burning of a factory in 

New York in which a large number of work- 
ing people, men and young girls, meet their 
death, and strikes, notably the shirtwaist 
makers’ strike, in the same city. 
The first part of the story takes the reader 
through the real factory fire with its account 
of the sixty young girls who leaped from the 
windows of the ninth story of the burning 
building to the pavement below. It portrays 
the grief and remorse of Joe Blaine, who 
owned a printery on a floor below the fac- 
tory and upon whose premises the fire started. 
Joe was walking with his sweetheart, an ex- 
ceedingly conventional school teacher, when 
the fire broke out. They hurry to the place 
and discover that the fire started in the 
printery. Joe feels himself to blame, for he 
had been’so easy with his cigaret smoking 
men. ‘ They are human, you know,’ he had 
said to an associate who had pointed out the 
danger to him. ‘“ They see me smoking in 
the private office.” 
A massmeeting is held in Carnegie hall, 
where go the rich, the poor, and the middle 
class. Joe goes, too, almost out of his mind 
with horror and a sense of blood gulltiness. 
“The bishop, the rabbi, the financier, the 
philanthropist, and the social worker” ad- 
dress theassembly. “ They spoke eloquently; 
they showed pity; they were constructive, but 
they somehow failed to carry that mass of 
commonest men and women.”

A millionafre 
tries to buy Joe. Joe writes an editorial that 
results in the millionaire’s men going on 
strike.

They wreck Joe’s shop and send him 
up for repaira in revenge. Joe recovers, and 
just when the reader thinks he and the gir!

This is 
wrong and injurious. _The good of the 
child should be the only consideration, 
providing the mother is healthy. 

When should a baby be weaned? Most 
nursing mothers are careful not to wean 
their babies during the hot summer 
months, which-is a very good practice. 
Other considerations which are of equal, 
and, perhaps greate?, importance are 
little known and hardly ever taken into 
account by the great majority of nursing 
mothers. 


weaned between the ninfh and tenth 
months, About the sixth or seventh 
month the front teeth appear—an indi- 
cation that the system of the child is 
getting ready to take care of other food 
than the mother’s milk. 

In weakly, scrofulous children, the ap- 
pearance of the front teeth may be de- 
layed for several months. There also 
are hereditary instances of late teething. 
When the baby shows its teeth it is a 
sign that it is preparing to take its seat 
around nature’s table.

Another important guide is the weight 

of the baby. 
creasing in weight, breast feeding can 
he continued till nine or ten months: if 
the weight becomes stationary, or, what 
is worse, begins to fail, the baby should 
be weaned, irrespective of its age. 
The point is that it is not a matter of 
/age in terms of months—it is rather a 
qtiéstion of physiological: 
Some children are as far advanced at six 
months as others are at eight. The state 
of growth and ability to take care of other 
food are better guides than the mere age 
of the child. 

Ordinarily breast nursing should not be 
prolonged after the tenth month. If the 
mother suffers from any serious illness, 
acute or chronic, it is best to wean tha 
child @arlier. Pregnancy also _necessi- 
tates earlier weaning. 

As to the season, the best time to wean 
a child, everything else being equal, !s 
in early wpring or fall. Keeping the child 
out in the open air is very soothing to ifs 
irritated nervoys system at the time of 
weaning.

A child should be weaned gradually. 
Sudden . weaning, much’ practiced in 
former years, does much harm to mother 
and child. 

When the first teeth appear, along in 
the sixth or. seventh month, a healthy 
child should be given some other food 
besides the mother’s milk at stated in- 
tervals, Four ounces of milk, with the 
addition of two ounces of barley water, 
may he given. In about a week these 
feedings may regularly alternate with the 
nursings. After a while a little chicken 
| or beef broth may be added. 

If the child 49 in this manner gradually 
} @ecustomea t6 take other food, it will 
sometimes voluntarily give up the breast. 
At any rate, the breast will not be missed 
much when it is entirely withheld. The

A frequent source of trouble and dis- 
ease at this period is an oversolicitous 
mother, who thinks that the baby always 
is hungry and will give it too much food. 
The more food the baby gets the more 
irritable it becomes, and it cries, not of 
hunger but because of overfilling, pain, 
and discomfort. This cry frequently is 
misinterpreted, and more food ig given, 
and a vicious circle is established, 

The diet after weaning should eonsist 
of milk and barley or oatmeal gruel, 
chicken or beef broth, some stewed fruit, 
orange juice, zweiback, and, a little later, 
some soft boiled eggs. 

Last but not least, give the baby 
plenty of water to drink.

Sievier 
was compelled in self-defense to bring a suit 
for slander against Sir James, and then his 
entire career was brought to light. 

It was shown that he had been engaged in 
all sorts of peculiar transactionsin Australia; 
that having managed after his return to 
secure election to Bootile’s club in Lendon he 
induced 
Henry Farnham Burke (son of the late Sir 
Bernard Burke, Ulster king at arms and 
founder of ‘“ Burke's Peerage”), to present 
him at Gourt*at one of the levees held by 
King EdWard as Prince of Wales during the 
reign of Queen Victoria, the presentation 
had subsequently been canceled by order of 
the late queen and an intimation to that 
effect published in the London Official Ga- 
zette and in ail the London papers at the 
instance of the iord chamberlain.

In July, 1905, he was indicted for obtaining 
money under false pretenses In association 
with an ex-convict of birth and education 
named Fisher, who was sentenced to a term 
of penal servitude for the offense. Sievier 
jumped his bail, but managed to square mat- 
ters with the prosecution, and subsequently 
returned to England to become the editor and 
proprietor of the well known Londpn sport- 
ing paper, the Winning Post. 

It was not long after his unsuccessful sult 
for libel against Sir James Duke that Robert 
Sievier was “warned off" ‘Newmarket 
heath and the turf, not on account of gny 
specific bit of fraud on the turf, but owing 
to his disreputable character génerally. But 
some years afterwards this decree was re- 
ecinded owing to its being urged tn his be- 
half, that, although he had been closely 
watched by the officials of the Jockey club, 
he had never been detected in any unfair run- 
ning with the horses which he owned, The 
most famous of the latter was the.race horse 
Sceptre, for which he refused a large sum 
ef money from W. K. Vanderbilt. 


In July, 1008, he wae arrested at the San- 
down race track, near London, and commit- 
ted for trial without ball on a charge of 
libel and attempted blackmail of J. B. Joel, 
the South African. multi-millionaire and 
sporting man: But so unpopular was Joel, 
both on and off the turf, that Sievier became 
a species of popular hero and was acquitted 
by the jury amidst much enthusiastic ap- 
plause by members of the sporting fraternity 
who crowded the court. 

The defense which he put up on that occa- 
sion against Joel, as well as the caustic com-

Great Britain’s crack polo Players have 
Sustained a heavy loss through the death of 
Lord Aberdour, who was also a conspicuous 
figuTe on the turf and on steeplechase tracks 
Fle was the eldest son and heir of the nine- 
teenth Earl of Morton, who is the Chief of one 
of the younger branches of the historic house 
of Douglas, which has se many représenta- 
tives in the United States. 

The earldom of Morton wag bestowed upon 
Sir James Douglas in 1457, on the .occasion 
of his marriage to Princess Joanna, the deaf 
and dumb daughter of King James I. of Scot- 
lana 

The late Countess of Morton was for thirty- 
eight years one of the favorite ladies in wait- 
ing of Queen Alexandra, and familiar in that 
capacity to a number of American Visitors 
to the court of St. James. 

A few years ago, moreover, the name of 
Lord Morton was brought ina rather inter. 
esting fashion before the American public, 
through the discovery of a quantity of human 
remains in the government reservation at 
Sandy Hook, N. J., in a speciés of brick vault, 
wholly covered by the sand, At first it was 
thought that they were those of soldiers who 
had been killed at the time of the American 
war of independence. But subsequently a 
mural inscription, in the sacristy of Trinity 


chureh, New York, furnished a key to the 


mystery. The- inscription is to the effect 
that at Sandy Hook lay interred the Hon. 
Lieut. Hamilton Douglas of the roya) navy, 
son of the fifteenth Earl of Morton of Scot- 
land, who perished on the coast with twelve 
other young gentlemen and one common sea- 
man, in the spirited discharge of duty, on 
Dec. 31, 1783.

Also, further, that the memorial stone in 
question was placed there by his unhappy 
mother, Catherine, Countess ef Morton, to 
his dear memory, and that of his unfortunate 
companions, James Champion, a Heutenant 
of marines, Alexander Johnston, George Pad. 
dy, Robert Haywood, George Gascoigne, An- 
drew Hamilton, William Scott, David Reddie, 
William Tomlinson, William Spry, John Me- 
Chain, William Wood, ail midshipmen,®ang 
George Towers, able seaman, castaway, all 
found dead and frozen, and buried in one 
grave. 

It is understood that. the ship on which 
they were“serving was wrecked off Sandy 
Hook in one of those terrible winter storms 
that are on record as having caused so much 
loss of American and foreign shipping along 
the American coast’ in that month.

The writer compliments the officer on that 
crossing last year ae a careful man, The 
same patrolman is there this year, and has 
been at that intersection for the last three 
years. He does not recollect any such affair 
as complained of. His commanding officers 
have found him a man who is attentive to 
his work and courteous to citizens s¢eking in- 
formation on all occasions. 

For about ten days that street was being 
torn up and new men were temporarily as- 
signed there to assist the regular men; they 
likewise covered the regular man’s post while 
he was at dinner.

—I note in council proceedings under date 


| of Sept. 2 a resolution offered by Ald. James 


Donahoe extending Grant park eastward as 
far as the breakwater, making this the east- 
ern boundary of the present park. 

The public seems to have overlooked the 
great importance of this resolution. This 
breakwater is practically useless, being s0 
near the present shore line that vessels have 
not adequate sea room in which to meneuver, 


especially during a storm. 


In the event of the city’s building wharves 
on the east line of the present park large 
vessels would have great difficulty in both 
making and leaving the different slips—they 
certainly could not do so under their own 
steam, but would require the assistance of 
tugs to make the short turns, owing to the 
limited space east of the park. It would not 
be a. serious task to get the federal gov- 
ernment’s consert to the terms of this reso- 
lution, which includes a hew breakwater a 
mile or more from the present one, thus giv- 
ing us a harbor suited to our future needs. 

The public is anxious for a dump for sweep- 
ings, basement excavations, and dredged ma- 
terial from the river instead of dumping, as 


is now done, near-the crib, the source of 


our water supply; use this filling for a park 


extension, and give the people a park worthy 


of the illustrious citizen and soldier whose 


honored name it bears—a park of over 850 
acres instead of one of but 150 acres.

~ Music and 
David Bispham Sings 
an English Program. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


EFORMERS are said to be unbeloved by 

their own generation, but it has been 

the good fortune of David Bispham to 

proye the exception to the rule. For 

Several years he has stood prominently 
in the ranks of those who believe that we 
should hear opera and song in the language 
of the country, and though this movement has 
not yet attained the support of the general 
public for the reason that the public has had 
little opportunity to judge whether it really 
wants to understand the texts of the operas or 
not, it is worthy of note that when a popular 
Singer like Bispham presents a program in 
Eng}ish, even on a Monday evening, his hear- 
ers are not only numerous but exceedingly ap- 
preciative, for his recital in Orchestra hall 
last night was well attended. 

o- 


Mr. Bispham has long since proved himself 
to be one of the most remarkable masters of 
diction among the singers, of whatever nation- 
ality, who compete for the attention of the con- 
cert public, but there was a time when we 
were obliged to enjoy the most significant ex- 
amples of his art in a foreign tongue. Now 
that he expends upon an English text the same 
mastery that has heretofore been reserved for 
German or French poems, the argument that 
our tongue is unsingabjJe can no longer be ad- 
vanced. In songs or drias by Handel, Secchi, 
Mendelssohn, Cornelius, Verdi, and Strauss. 
Mr. Bispham showed that it was possible to 
find translations of the texts that were per- 
fectly suited to the music and that in several 
instances possessed as great literary merit as 
may be discovered in the original poems, It is 
safe to say that the humor of the “ Page” 
song from “ Falstaff” has never before been 
fully apprehended by a Chicago audience; that 
the storm and passion of Strauss’ ‘ Cecilie,” 
for the majority of its hearers at former presen- 
tations has lacked a measure of that justifica- 
tion that may have been found with the aid 
of the English version, or that the reverent 
mood of “The Monotone” by Cornelius has 
to a great degree been obscured by the original 
German text only tobe fully revealed by the 
translation.

Mr. Bispham is not obliged to rest his appeal 
to the public on patriotic grounds, though he 
chose to emphasize them by representing native 
or resident composers in the songs by Eleanor 
Everest Freer, Louis Elbel, N. J. Elsenheimer, 
and Sidney Homer, and Henlot Levy's melo- 
drama after Tennyson's ‘ Guinevere.” The great 
American baritone retains many of the vocal 
attributes that were the glory of his prime. 
The voice is still warm and resonant, as color- 
fully adapted to the changing mood of the text. 
Its volume is, perhaps, somewhat diminished, 
but that proved so slight a disadvantage to 
such a master of vocal and interpretative means 
that the hearer can afford to disregard it en- 
tirely. Such was the evident disposition of last 
evening’s audience, for an encore was demanded 
after every group. 

The Freer songs represented the highest 
creative level among the offerings of resident 
and native composers. They are distingufshed 
by all the freedom in harmonic treatment that 
is characteristic of the present, and possess, 
further, many features of structural originality, 
as well as a wealth of melodic beauty that 
make them the worthy tonal symbols of the 
beautiful “Sonnets from the Portuguese” by 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning, from which the 
texts were drawn. Mr. Levy’s music to the 
Tennyson poem was somewhat overshadowed by 
Mr. Bispham’s splendid declamation, to which 
it supplied a pleasant but too unobtrusive back- 
ground. In short, Mr. Levy falls just short of 
a strong and vigorous characterization. His 
music possesses much that is technically of in- 
terest and a considerable measure of sensuous 
charm. But it is elaborated in such well worn 
strophic patterns that its variety of harmonic 
resource remains its chief recommendation.

“The Three Lights” 
Considered. Briefly.

N the second act of “The Three Lights” 
an aged lady removes a hot water bot- 
tle from her diaphragm where it has been 
placed to allay the discomfort following 
a night of alcoholic indiscretion, A while 
later the same old lady, overhearing her family 
at breakfast in an adjoining room, portrays 
in broad and graphic pantomime, the nausea at- 
tendant upon such an adventure. These two 
incidents form the summit of the comedy in the 
play by Miss May Robson and Mr. C. T. Dazey, 
since it was at them that the audience at the 
Lyric last evening laughed its heartiest. Other 
comic things were submitted, however. Among 
them one recalls the spectacle of two young 
men returning home at daybreak bringing 
with them their disheveled grandmother who 
had been arrested in a raid on the Three Lights 
café,

The thing is at heart well meaning enough, no 
doubt, but its exhibition at the Lyric is unpleas- 
ant and stupid. Unpleasant for the reasons sug- 
gested above, stupid because it is so wretchedly 
put together after the first act and with such 
cheap material. Stolen papers; wrongfully ac- 
cused leading men; Mitga, a dancing girl in red; 
fortune hunting villain; fluttery ingénues, and 
all the usual others coming and going in the 
usual way. 

The idea might be entertaining—a wholesome 
old gentlewoman in quest of her youth and find- 
ing it in the boyish adventures of her two grand- 
sons, repressed by their bigoted mother. But 
Miss Robson’s grandmamma in the first place is 
too often a clownish termagant with a loud 
voice and offensive manners. Which seems too 
bad since at other times she strikes the appeal- 
ing note the character needs. Then the futile 
claptrap which surrounds her takes all the play 
out of the play. Miss Faye Cusick and Miss 
heonore Phelps appear prettily as sweet young 
things, and Mr. Jack Storey sits at the piano and 
sings, a bit off key, a song about “ roz-uz.” The 
scenery is nice.

Melted Butter. 


HARLES LAMB in his. essay, “ Grace 
Before Meat,” says: “ Butter ill melted, 
that commonest of kitchen failures, puts 
me beside my tenor.” 

It is a delicate task, this melting of 
butter. The work must not be done either too 
fast or too slow. The dish into which it is put 
should always be a hot one, and if it is poured 
over a nice fillet of finnan haddie that should 
rest on a very hot plate. ; 

With a baked potato, steamed finnan haddie 
with melted butter, bread and butter, and a 
good cup of coffee, many a man who wanders 
from eating place to eating place makes a 
fine meal on a certain sort of autumnal even- 
ing, which this sort of meal seems to fit to T. 
The English, as Charles Lamb well knew, — 
use melted butter almost as frequently as they 
use cheese. Therefore, it is interesting to go 
to some English sources, ancient and modern, 
to see how they used this sauce. 

—~.- 
Old Dr. Kitchener, who was a contemporary 
of Lamb, begins the subject of “Gravies and 
Sauces” with melted butter. He says: 
* “Tt is so simple and easy to prepare, it Is a 
matter of general surprise that what is done 
so often in every English kitchen is go seldom 
done right. Foreigners may well say that 
though we have only one sauce for vegetablea, 
fish, flesh, fowl, etc, we hardly ever make that 
good. It is spoiled nine times out of ten more 
from idleness than from ignorance and rather 
because the cook won’t than because she can’t 
do it—which can only be the case when house- 
keepers will not allow butter to do it with. 
“Good melted butter cannot be made with 
mere flour and water, there must be a full and 
proper proportion of butter. As it must be 
always on the table and is the foundation of 
almost all our English sauces—we have melted 
Lutter and oysters, melted butter and parsley, 
melted butter and anchovies, melted butter and 
eggs, melted butter and shrimps, melted but- 
ter and lobsters, capers, etc-—I have tried 
every way of making it and I trust at last 


Let it stand a minute or two for the 
impurities to sink to the bottom, then pour 
the clear butter through a sieve into a clean 
basin, leaving the sediment at the bottom of 
the stewpan.” Butter thus purified will be as 
sweet as marrow—a very useful covering for 
potted meats, etc., and for frying fish, equal to 
the finest Florence oil.

All those 
points have to be planned in these advanced days 
of baseball, You cannot siam the ball and depend 
upon it going safe, as the players of years ago 
could do. Now you must study your opponents, 
for you can be pretty sure they are studying you,

Recalls Boyhood Pranks When 
Promised Sight of Yankee 
Warships. 


OUTBREAK AT PORT SAID. 


Queensberry Among Party of 
Choice Spirits Which Wrecks 
Gambling Saloon.

New York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—As an old 
sailor the blood coursed through my veing 
and I felt the thrill of real uncontrollable 
excitement when I read in the paper that te- 
morrow the first of some 102 fighting craft 
will assemble here on your great Hudson 
river, To my mind there is nothing so grand 
as & naval pageant, Even to men who know 
nothing of the sea the sight of a hundred 
floating fighting machines must arouse in- 
tense feeling as to what they may and must 
some day mean to the destiny of thefr coun- 
try. | 
Coming from a seagirt country, we are all 
more or less natural born sailors and lovers 
of the sea. It is more or less an everyday 
experience for us to see at any of our naval 
seaports a massing of warships. I do not 
know that we Britishers really realized what 
a splendid navy you had until the occasion 
on which you made with a composite fleet « 
tour of the world. I know it was a matter 
of comment amongst our officers the magni- 
ficent way in which the long distance maneu- 
vers were carried out, the small number of 
casualties, and the precise carrying out of 
the prearranged schedule for the arrival of 
the fleet at the various ports. 


Recalls Boyhood Escapades. 

All sorts of memories come to the mind of 
an old sailor when he sees a lot of gallant 
ships riding at anchor. First comes the 
fighting spirit. Then the memory of old sea 
friends, not necessarily one’s own country- 
men, but sailors of other nations. What 
times we used to have, what jokes we used 
to play, and what fine sportsmen one and all 
sailors are! Many’s the evening ashore as a 
young midshipman that I have spent in com- 
pany with some of yours American. middies, 
and we used to compare notes on mischief. 
What the American middy didn’t know the 
British one did, and vice versa. 

I tell you, we used to turn some of the 
quiet seaside resorts of the South American 
continent into next door to pandemoniums— 
not that we ever did anything really bad, but 
it was the spirit of fun. And the funny part 
of it was that the inhabitants seemed to fall 
in with the spirit and instead of trying to 
check us used to egg us on, and some of the 
worst eggers-on were the ladies. 

I remem)er one particular instance at Pert 
Said during the Egyptian war. I was on 
the flagship, and we were left as the guard 
ship. They had a gambling saloon ashore 
called the Eldorado, and during the first siz 
weeks that we were there the whole of the 
ready money and the whole of the savings of 
the officers and crew passed into the coffers 
of the Eldorado. 


Council of War Held. 

So we held a council of war. Iam afreié 
young as I was. 15.5, I was one of the ring- 
leaders. We made up a select party consist- 
ing of most of the gunroom officers and « 
party of about the biggest bruisers amonget 


would have taken a regiment of goldiere te 
stop us from what we intended to do. We 
went ashore in twos and threes so as not to 
cause comment. We lounged about the Bi 
Dorado and looked knowingly at the wheel. 

Finally at a given signal the best fighting 
men rushed forward and disafmed the whole 
of the Egyptian town police so that we should 
have a clear run for our money. We thea 
proceeded to make the biggest day in the Ei 
Dorado that the El Dorado had ever seen. 
The wheel was seized and hurled into the Suez 
canal, the table was broken up and the 
croupiers hustled into the street. The ladies’ 
orchestra fled shrieking toward the Arabs’ 
quarters, calling out that the end of the 
world had come. We did not actually take 
any of the money, but we scattered it about 
on the floor and the Arab donkey-boys and 
Ethiopian tenderloin town guides scrambled 
for it. 

Boxing Skill an Asset. 

It was a mdiculous sight to see a smal} 
British blue jacket—small but one of our best 
fighters—advance upon a six foot two Egyp- 
tian policeman armed with a sword and are- 
volver. In the twinkling of an eye and a few 
feints from a boxing expert the Egyptian 
was minus both. 

But our time was running out. Some fat 
Egyptian Bobby with more sense than the 
rest had fled precipitously to the canal side 
and having jumped into a bumboat was rowed 
off to the officer of the day who gave word 
that a party of perfectly wild, uncontrollabl» 
blue jackets led by some small boys with 
fiery spirits had taken charge of the towg 
and unless something was done quickly Por¢ 
Said would be a thing of the past. 

Whilst we were making mince meat of the 
El Dorado we heard the bugle calling the 
marines to arms and we knew that we would 
have to hurry tocarry out our vengeance. So 
with a few last rips through the looking 
glasses and a highland fling or two on the top 
of the roulette table we slowly and soberly 
formed fours and marched down to the 
landing stage, passing on the way about fifty 
marines coming up at the donble quick armed 
with rifles. By'the time they got to thel KI 
Dorado we were ail safely on hoard. 


Pass Along “the Wink.” 

Nothing was ever said. The only thing wag 
that as we passed the marines we winked, 
and they winked also. The marine officar 
came on board and reported that he could 
see nothing, and that probably some band 
of wild dervishes, tired of dancing, had come 
in and tried their convivial operation on the 
El Dorado gambling saloon.
